Mixed reaction to shots

Health officials said today the resump­ 
tion of the swine flu immunization 
program was going well in Allegheny 
County, Pa., where the deaths last week 
of three elderly recipients touched off 
nationwide concern over the $135 million 
national inoculation program. 
Thousands were frightened away from 
immunization clinics in some states, but 
federal health officials said the impact 
of the deaths cannot be measured until 
later this week. 
“ I understand it is going rather well 
here in Pittsburgh,” Dr Frank B Clack, 
Allegheny County Health Department 
director, said. ‘/We re not nearly as busy 
as a week ago, but there s a smooth flow 
of people coming in and getting shots.’ 
Clack said about 40 elderly persons 
received shots in the first half hour today 
at a clinic on Pittsburgh’s south side, 
where the first deaths were reported last 
Tuesday. 
. “ I ’ve talked to many of these people,” 
he said “ They have no apprehension 
whatsoever They really want to have 
the immunization.” 


But only 17.074 of an expected 100.000 
persons showed up Sunday at clinics in 
the Pittsburgh area 
In Milwaukee County, Wis., health of­ 
ficials said no adverse reactions were 
reported after more than 6,300 persons 
received swine flu inoculations at 
various clinics. Officials said they were 
generally happy with the turnout. 
Nearly 30,000 persons in the Phoenix, 
Ariz., area received swine flu inocula­ 
tions over the weekend and no ill effects 
were reported. 
Figures were not completely available 
as Michigan’s immunization program 
resumed in eight counties, but health of­ 
ficials were disappointed with the tur­ 
nout. In Jackson County, where 20,000 
were expected before the flu shot scare 
began. 3.550 people were immunized 
With the bad publicity we lowered 
our sights, but we were still hoping for at 
least 9.000 today,” said Jackson County 
Health Department nursing director 
Delores Ray. “ I guess we were too op­ 
timistic.” 
Health officials in Louisville, Ky., 
Macon, Ga.. and Dade County, Fla also 


reported weekend immunizations drop­ 
ped off sharply. 
Immunizations also resumed in 
Louisiana, Vermont, Texas, Maine, 
Virginia, Illinois, New Mexico and 
Alaska All halted programs following 
the Pittsburgh deaths and the reports of 
similar fatalities that followed. 


The national Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta ruled out any connec­ 
tion between the deaths nationwide of 35 
persons within 48 hours of their inocula­ 
tions and the vaccine or the way it was 
administered. 


The center was using a ‘‘hyped up” 
surveillance program to monitor public 
turnouts at clinics across the U.S. to 
gauge the effect on the program 
designed to protect Americans from a flu 
outbreak this winter. 
“ It’s a little early yet to say the 
program is picking up after the scare," 
said CDC spokesman Don Barreth “ We 
receive weekly reports from the states 
about midweek and until then there’s no 
way to know what is happening with 
local programs."

Three-year priorities are established, 
amended and updated each year in the 
application process. Lam explained. Top 
priorities for the 1975-76 fiscal year 
were a senior citizen center, fire station 
renovation, engineering studies on a new 
electrical substation and water reservoir 
and establishing a home improvement 
loan program. 
Lam noted that the senior center is vir­ 
tually an accomplished project. 


Ford plans 
long, final 
road trip 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford will begin a nonstop campaign sw­ 
ing after Friday s debate with Jim m y 
Carter that will keep him on the road un­ 
til election day, the White House said to­ 
day. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters Ford will remain at the White 
House this week, signing bills and at­ 
tending to his presidential duties. He will 
break away Thursday evening to attend 
the annual A1 Smith dinner in New York 
and will return to the White House that 
evening 
Ford will fly to Williamsburg. Va., the 
site of the final Ford-Carter debate, F ri­ 
day morning. After the nationally 
televised debate. Ford will fly to Rich­ 
mond. Va., for a GOP rallv and an over­ 
night stay before heading for California 
and other West Coast stops in a final 
drive to win the election 
The President and Mrs 
Ford will 
spend election eve in their native Grand 
Rapids. Mich They will vote in Grand 
Rapids and then head for Washington to 
spend the night watching the election 
returns 
Ford expects to hit the states with the 
most electoral votes including Califor­ 
nia. Texas, New York, New Jersey, 
Illinois and Michigan during his final 
tour 


“ The $45,000 allocated for fire station 
renovation is not nearly enough to do the 
necessary work,” Lam said, pointing out 
that this is one of the projects for which 
some $260,000 in funds w ill be sought un­ 
der the Public Works Employment Act. 
“ There is no assurance that we will be 
successful in obtaining those funds, 
however, so we have to proceed under 
the assumption that we will not be get­ 
ting that money. We will, therefore, 
recommend continued funding of the fire 
station renovation, which will cost about 
$300,000 to accomplish.” 


Lam added, however, that the city 
should have a large alternative project in 
mind in the event that the Public Works 
Employment Act funds do become 
available. 


There are certain restrictions on what 
CDBG funds may be used for, Lam said, 
and this would prevent an application be­ 
ing made to apply the funds to the 
proposed civic center project. 
Lam said that community input is be­ 
ing sought regardless of the three-year 


plan that currently is on the books. He 
added, however: 


“ The Housing and Urban Development 
Department, which administers this 
program, recommends that we do not 
use a shotgun approach in our applica­ 
tion, trying to accomplish several small 
projects. 


“ There are enormous administrative 
costs in processing several smaller ap­ 
plications which result in some of the 
funds being eaten up 
by these costs 
rather than being spent on the projects 
themselves. 
“ HUD recommends that cities select 
two or three major projects and see 
them through to completion for the most 
efficient use of the funds.” 


Lam said that there will be at least 
three more public meetings — one of 
which already has been scheduled on 
November 9 also at the library — before 
final adoption of the project priorities. 
Project selection will take place at the 
city council meeting of November 16.

Physics, chemistry Nobel 
prizes given to Americans 


Carter fears Brown remarks may 
be political liability for Ford 


PLAINS. Ga (U P I) — Jimmy Carter 
said today that remarks about Israel by 
Gen. George Brown, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, may turn into a 
political liability for President Ford 
Carter commented cautiously on the 
matter because he said he had not seen 
the full text of what the general had said. 
Brown was quoted as having said in an 
interview last April, which leaked out to 
Israeli papers over the weekend, that the 
defense of Israel in military terms alone 


was more of a burden than a blessing to 
this country. 
Carter was questioned about Brown’s 
remark by reporters when he went to his 
peanut warehouse in Plains this morn­ 


ingCarter agreed when a television cor­ 
respondent suggested that Brown s 
remarks may become a new source of 
political trouble for the President in the 
closing two weeks of the political cam­ 
paign 
Venezuelan reportedly 
confesses to jet bombing 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad (U P I) — 
One of two Venezuelans being detained 
by police here confessed to the Oct 6 
bombing of a Cuban airliner, which 
killed 73 passengers and crew off Bar­ 
bados, Trinidad police said today. 
A source close to the police said 
Hernan Ricardo Losano, a photographer, 
confessed to the bombing after around- 
the-clock questioning. 
Losano and Freddy Lugo, also a 
photographer, have been detained by 
police since Oct. 7, one day after the 
crash. 
The confession strengthened the case 
against the two men being compiled for 
the Barbados government, the source 
said 
Police said they have sufficient 
evidence to extradite the suspects if Bar­ 
bados authorities request it. 


The Barbados government, however, 
has been reluctant to prefer charges 
because the bombing occurred outside 
the country’s three-mile territorial 
limit. The government has appointed a 
commission of inquiry into the bombing. 
The inquiry commission does not have 
the power to seek criminal charges 


Trinidad police are considering 
deporting the two suspects to Venezuela 
as illegal immigrants, sources said 
The Trinidad police have not found any 
connection to link Lugo and Losano with 
the bombing of the Guyana Consulate in 
Port of Spain last month. 


The alleged bombers Saturday were 
moved from police headquarters here to 
separate locations. They had been 
questioned together previously. 


Carter said the defense of Israel was 
necessary for this country just as the 
defense of the United States, while 
burdensome, was necessary. 
Brown’s remark was especially sen­ 
sitive in view of the flap that erupted 
when the Army general said at Duke 
University in 1974 that most of the banks 
and major newspapers in this country 
were under the control of Jews He was 
reprimanded by Ford and apoligized. 
On other topics, Carter said he did not 
feel he had the election in the bag but he 
said he hoped for a mandate rather than 
just a narrow victory on Nov, 2 
He said a candidate could outpoll his 
opponent by a margin of 5 per cent in the 
popular vote and win such a landslide in 
the electoral vote that he would have a 
mandate to carry out his programs in of­ 
fice. 
Carter predicted he would again adopt 
an aggressive stance in the third televi­ 
sion debate Friday with Ford He said 
with up to 100 million people watching, 
the debate would be the last chance 
voters would have to compare Carter 
and Ford “ one on one.” 
Carter issued a statement today saying 
Ford has made no attempt to block un­ 
warranted and inflationary price in­ 
creases by corporations whose lobbyists 
have his ear 
“ At the very time when our workers 
are showing restraint in their wage 
claims, large companies have taken 
advantage of their oligopolistic position, 
confident that a President who listens to 
their lobbyists will let them get away

Court to decide 
on separate 
high school issue 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today agreed to decide whether a 
city can maintain separate public high 
schools for girls and boys, and rejected a 
transsexual’s claim that her rights were 
violated when she was fired after un­ 
dergoing a sex change operation 
The actions came in a series of brief 
orders before the high court recessed for 
two weeks 
The high school case involves a 
challenge brought by a girl who was 
denied admission to Philadelphia s 
Central High School, an all-male school 
renowned for its academic excellence. 
Her application was turned down, and 
the U S, C o u rt of A p p eals in 
Philadelphia, over one dissent, ruled that 
nothing in federal law barred creation of 
single-sex schools, and that some 
parents preferred them 
The transsexual issue reached the high 
court for the first time in a suit by Paula 
Grossman, formerly Paul Grossman, 
who was fired from an elementary 
school music teaching job in New Jersey 
after she was surgically given the sex 
characteristics of a woman. 
She alleged she was fired because of 
her sex, since she still would have her 
job if she had remained a man State and 
federal courts, plus the Equal Employ­ 
ment Opportunity Commission, turned 
down her claims. One federal judge said 
she was not fired because she is a 
woman, but because she changed her 
status from male to female. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (U P I) - Ex­ 
tending a U S, sweep of 1976 Nobel 
prizes, two Americans today won the 
physics award for findings in a search 
for the smallest elementary particle, 
and another took the chemistry prize for 
experiments into borane compounds that 
could potentially be used in cancer treat­ 
ment. 
The physics honor went to Prof 
Burton Richter. 45, of the Stanford 
Linear Accelerator Center. Stanford. 
Calif., and Prof Samuel C. C Ting, 40, of 
the 
M assachusetts In stitu te of 
Technology, now working at the Euro­ 
pean Center for Nuclear Research in 
Geneva 
The chemistry prize was won by Prof 
William N. Lipscomb, 56, of Harvard 
University for bringing order into 
chemical experimentation on compounds 
of borane — a carbon-like element. 
Today's awards brought to six the 
number of Americans named as winners 
of 1976 awards announced thus far this 
year. Americans have won all the 
awards — econom ics, m edicine, 


chemistry and physics. The Nobel peace 
prize will not be awarded this year and 
one prize remains to be announced — the 
literature award, scheduled for Thurs­ 
day 
Lipscomb said boranes have several 
potential practical applications, one of 
which is in the treatment of cancer. 
“ Boranes have the promise of being 
practical in cancer therapy,” he said. 
“ But they are just preliminary studies 
and we have a very much longer way to 
go." 
The co-winners of the physics prize 
were cited by the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences — which selects 
the laureates — for independently 
discovering a completely new elemen­ 
tary particle. 
“ This is the greatest discovery ever in 
the field of elementary particles," said 
Prof Goesta Ekspong of the Academy 
“ It has changed the work-style of all 
laboratories throughout the world which 
due to this discovery are now chasing the 
new forms of matter which this particle 
promises "

Rhodesian border attack

S A LIS B U R Y , Rhodesia (U P I) - 
Mozambique regular troops launched a 
rocket and mortar attack on Rhodesian 
border tea and coffee plantations this 
weekend from a hillside in Mozambique 
called “ Freddie’s Ridge,” farmers in the 
Mount Selinda frontier area said Mon­ 
day. 
Government sources in Salisbury said 
the attack was the first of its kind in 
about three months and preceded the 
start of the Rhodesia conference due to 
begin formal discussions in Geneva Oct. 
28 on the formation of an interim govern­ 
ment 
A spokesman said security forces in 
the hot, humid bush country retaliated 
and believed the attackers “ suffered at 
least one casualty” . He gave no further 
details. 
A communique issued by the army 
command headquarters said the attack 
was “ unprovoked” and was directed at 
white-owned plantations in the Mount 
Selinda district. 100 miles south of the 


Rhodesian border city of Umtali. 
Mount Selinda farm ers said the 
barrage was launched by Mozambique 
regular forces and not by Rhodesian 
guerrillas. It caused no casualties and 
did little damage. 


They said the Frelimo soldiers used 
122mm rockets, m o rtar bombs, 
recoil less rifle rockets and small arms 
fire, and were shooting from a hill 
Rhodesian soldiers have called “ Fred­ 
die’s Ridge "

Plea made for underpaid 
retired teacher force

More than one-third of the 
m ore than 70,000 retired 
California teachers are struggl­ 
ing along on below-poverty in­ 
comes of $400 a month or less, 
due to meagre pensions from 
state retirement system, the 
Assembly Committee on Public 
Employes and Retirement was 
informed Friday in its closing 
interim session at the County 
Administration Building. 
In an impassioned plea that 
set the capacity audience of 
elderly persons cheering, Dr. 
Julio L. Bortolazzo, former 
president of Santa Barbara City 
College, a retiree himself, 
called on committee chairman 
Wadie P 
Deddeh, D -San 
Diego, to “give top priority” to 
legislation to assist the older 
group of teachers, the “have 
nots,” as he described them, in 
comparison with die “haves,” 
the teachers now retiring on 
pensions of $750 to $1,000 
monthly. 
Deddeh, saying he would take 
a lead in sponsoring remedial 
legislation, pointed out that the 
legislature's most immediate 
pension funding problem is with 
the state teachers system. 
“It is important that retired 
persons live with dignity,” he 
said. 
It was pointed out that retired 
teachers getting only $200 a 
month in some cases only 
received the same two per cent 
“cost of living” boost annually. 
The committee heard another 
complaint from Dr. Bortolazzo 
on behalf of the large number of 
state pensioners in the South 
Coast area. 


He told Deddeh that retirees 
find themselves unable to pay 
their first of the month bills on 
time because the state con­ 
troller's office is sending 
checks out for delivery on the 
fourth or fifth days of the 
month. 
Financial institutions handl­ 
ing the checks are swamped 
with calls starting with the first 
day of the month to see if the 
checks are in, he said. 
The Federal government does 
better, getting its checks to the 
post offices so that they are 
delivered the first of the month, 
he declared. 
Deddeh, a former college in­ 
structor, said he would look into 
the operations of the state com­ 
ptroller in this respect after Dr. 
B o rto lazzo d e c la re d he 
suspicioned the state controller 
was holding back on the checks 
. •

his organization is alarmed by

rating 'sham ' 


Assemblyman Gary Hart to­ 
day called the Law and Order 
Campaign Committee rating of 
his voting record a sham. The 
committee is headed by State 
Senator H.L. R ichardson, 
former executive of the John 
Birch Society. 
The Law and Order Commit­ 
tee had labeled Assemblyman 
Hart as being “soft on crime.” 
Hart said the group had rated 
legislators on ten votes since 
1967. Hart said: “I was not even 
elected to office when half of 
the votes were considered. The 
oth er five votes a re not 
representative of the more than 
5,000 measures considered dur­ 
ing my term.” 
Hart said the group did not 
even consider the two most im­ 
portant anticrime bills passed 
by the Legislature, and which 
he strongly supported. The 
Santa Barbara lawmaker cited 
two successful measures, SB 
268 which requires mandatory 
prison sentences for heroin 
dealers, and SB 278 which 
requires m andatory prison 
terms for persons convicted of 
committing violent crimes with 
a firearm.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
National Council of Churches, 
in an open letter to President 
Ford and Jimmy Carter, has 
listed full employment as the 
nation’s No. 1 priority, with 
nuclear energy policy and the 
need to redefine U.S. foreign 
policy ranking second and third. 
The 252-member governing 
board, that sets policy for the 
interfaith organization, said 
Sunday: “ A major injustice in 
our country is the human cost of 
a continued high rate of un­ 
employment.” 
It said it was particularly 
concerned about the impact of 
unemployment on young peo­ 
ple, and said the government, 
“ if necessary,” should develop 
job opportunities for persons 
who cannot find work in the 
private sector. 
It also said that current 
energy policy “ appears to be 
locking us into a future built 
around nuclear energy,” and 
said: “ We believe that this 
direction is precarious and has 
domestic and international im­ 
plications ...” 
It said U.S. foreign policy 
goals need to be redefined “ in 
line with the growing inter­ 
dependence of all nations and 
with historic American values 
of justice and self-determina­ 
tion.” 
There has been an “ increase 
in recent years in the violation 
of human rights,” it said, and 
board members were shamed 
by “ the degree to which the 
United States government has 
provided economic, military 
and political support to some of 
the most flagrant violators."

Students 
swarm in 
Shanghai 


HONG KONG (U PI) - Stu­ 
dents swarmed through the 
streets of Shanghai today with 
large drums and gongs support­ 
ing the purge of Mao Tse-tung’s 
widow and three radical lea­ 
ders, an American visitor said 
Posters accused 
Madame 
Mao, or Chiang Ching, and her 
radical associates of plotting 
the assassination of new party 
leader Hua Kuo-feng and at­ 
tempting to seize power even 
before Mao died last month. 
It was the fourth straight day 
of massive demonstrations in 
China's largest city. 
“ Students were marching 
through the streets every­ 
where. ” the American told U PI 
in Hong Kong by telephone 
“ They plastered up posters. 
Trucks with loudspeakers, 
large drums and gongs roamed 
through the downtown streets 
and in the suburbs ” 
The Shanghai demonstrations 
were believed to be part of a 
cam p aig n 
by 
c e n tra l 
authorities in Peking to rally 
provincial support behind Hua 
in preparation for formalizing 
the purge of Madame Mao and 
the members of the so-called 
“ Shanghai Mafia ” 
The key area appeared to be 
Shanghai, seat of radical power 
and home base for three of the 
four “ conspirators” now being 
denounced by name in wall 
posters — Chang Chun-chiao, 
Wang Hung-wen and Yao Wen-

Chinese officials estimated that 
more than 1 million persons 
demonstrated Sunday.

Warning 
given fed 
workers 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Civil Service Commission is 
warning nearly all federal 
workers and even the employes 
of some p rivate agencies 
receiving federal funds that 
they must stay on the political 
sidelines this year. 
Issuing an ll-page list of 
rules, the commission said Sun­ 
day federal employes are 
prohibited by law from either 
candidacy or active support of 
candidates in a partisan elec­ 
tion, and nonfederal workers in 
certain categories may not be 
candidates. 
The restrictions are con­ 
tained in the Hatch Act, a law 
Congress recently refused to 
modify The Supreme Court has 
rejected claims that the Hatch 
Act violates the constitutional

While the act’s restrictions 
are aimed mainly at federal 
employes, the CSC warned that

The failure once again un­ 
derlined 
the technological 
vulnerability of the ambitious 
Soviet space program, which 


has suffered five major set­ 
backs in the last 18 manned 
missions, including four deaths. 
The Soviets released few 
details of the technical fault 
aboard Soyuz 23 or the landing. 
They did not say if the 
splashdown had been inten­ 
tional. 
Western space experts con­ 
cluded the fault may have been 
in a rocket control system and 
that Soyuz was off course when 
it landkl in Tengiz, 121 miles 
southwest of the c ity of 
Tselinograd 
Soyuz 23 commander Zudov 
and his flight engineer. Rozh­ 
destvensky . had been scheduled 
to continue experiments with 
Salyut 5 when they blasted off 
Thursday. 
They were able to maneuver 
their craft in a docking orbit 
with Salyut before switching on 
automatic approach control

The “ faults” appeared as the 
Soyuz approached Salyut and 
the docking was then aborted.

MOSCOW (U PI) - Prime 
Minister Alexei N. Kosygin, not 
seen in public for three months 
and reportedly ailing, reap­ 
peared today in the front rank 
of a Communist party delega­ 
tion at Moscow’s Vnukovo Air­ 
port. 
Kosygin, 72, was pictured live 
on Moscow television at an air­ 
port ceremony welcoming a 
Mongolian delegation. 
Wearing a black fur hat, over­ 
coat and scarf, Kosygin walked 
steadily toward the plane bring­ 
ing in the Mongolians. He was 
accompanied by Communist 
party General Secretary Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny and other 
members of the ruling Polit­ 
buro. 
It was the first time the 
prime minister had been seen in 
public since July 22, when he 
received 
an 
A lg erian 
diplomatic delegation. 
Persistent reports in Moscow 
and the W/est have said Kosygin 
suffered a stroke or a heart at­ 
tack during the summer in a 
river accident. 
Varying versions of the inci­ 
dent said Kosygin suffered a 
stroke or a heart attack while 
swimming or boating on the 
Moscow River and was saved 
from drowning by his body­ 
guards. 
Latest reports in Moscow 
said he recovered in a hospital 
and was expected back at his 
desk soon. 
Moscow television cameras 
at the airport showed Kosygin 
cracking jokes with Podgorny 
as the Politburo waited in a 
line-up to greet Yumyagin 
Tsedenbal, first secretary of 
the Mongolian People’s Revolu­ 
tionary party. 
Kosygin took off a leather 
glove to shake hands with 
Tsedenbal in subzero tem­ 
peratures. He showed no evi­ 
dent sign of debility on the 
television screen

WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (U PI) 
— Preparations for this week’s 
presidential debate at the 
College of William and Mary 
are so thorough officials have 
even ordered the squeaks out of 
the chairs. 


Student volunteers are taking 
apart more than 500 auditorium 
seats at Phi Beta Kappa 
Memorial Hall and oiling them 
so there won’t be any squeak­ 
ing to interfere with the sound 
system for the debate Friday. 


Workers have spruced up the 
paint job and cleaned and var­ 
nished the wood paneling. New 
carpet is being laid and the 
adjustable air conditioning 
vents on the hall’s stage have 
been lowered to keep President 
Ford and Jimmy Carter cool 
during the debate. 
The set will look like those 
used for the first two debates in 


Philadelphia and San Francis­ 
co. 
The League of Women 
Voters, debate sponsor, and 
college officials have been 
working on the details for 10 
days. 
Hundreds of telephone lines 
have been installed. Special 
electronic lines will power the 
outdoor remote television vans 
of the three major networks 
and the college has borrowed a 
large generator from the Army 
in case of a power failure. 
Although the hall usually 
seats 805 persons, seating has 
been cut back to 555 because of 
requirements for the stage set. 
None of the well-oiled chairs 
will be available to the general 
public. The league said about 
220 seats will go to members of 
the news media and the 
remainder to local and national 
league members. 
Tight security in force 
in reporter death trial 


PHOENIX. Ariz. (UPI) - 
Officials said Sunday tight 
security was being imposed for 
the trial of John Adamson, 
charged with killing investiga­ 
tive reporter Don Bolles, who 
had probed land fraud schemes 
in one of America’s last real es­ 
tate frontiers. 


The Maricopa County She­ 
riff's Department said it fears 
for Adamson’s life because of 
figures, who may be cited in 
testimony, and that he will 
wear a bulletproof vest for his 
scheduled one-block ride from 
jail to the courthouse where 
jury selection will begin today. 


“ There definitely is a danger 
factor," a spokesman for the 
Sheriff’s Department said 
Bolles, 47, a prize-winning 
Arizona 
Republic reporter, 
whose articles attacked the 


Mafia, prominent politicians 
and land fraud manipulators, 
was fatally maimed June 2 
when a bomb blew up his car as 
he backed out of a hotel parking 
lot after a tipster failed to show 
for an appointment. 
He died 11 days later after 
losing both his legs and an arm. 
Police, who believe a con­ 
spiracy was involved, said the 
appointment was a “ setup,” 
that the bombing involved “ big 
name political figures” and 
that land fraud “ definitely has 
come into the investigation.” 
Adamson, 32, a dog breeder 
and sometime tow-truck opera­ 
tor, was believed by police to 
have lured Bolles to the hotel by 
promising him information 
about a land deal involving Sen. 
Barry Gold water and Rep. Sam 
Steiger, a candidate for the U S. 
Senate

Snow swirled over the moun­ 
tains and into the Plains and the 
upper Midwest today and an icy 
chill sent shivers through much 
of the midlands. 


Most of the upper Midwest 
got a sneak preview of winter 
Sunday as a wild storm piled up 
to four inches of snow over 
some areas of Montana and 
Michigan. A persistent storm 
today dumped snow over the 
Central Rockies, the West- 
Central Plains, the Dakotas and 
portions of the upper Mississip­ 
pi Valley. 


Four inches of snow fell at 
the southeastern Montana com­ 
munity of Bozeman and at 
Marquette, Mich. Sunday and 
two inches piled up at Sheridan, 
Wyo. 
A special team of German 
shepherd “ sniffer” dogs flown 
in from Seattle searched the 
Big Horn Mountain foothills 
near Ten Sleep, Wyo., for a 
mute, nearly blind 4-year-old 
boy, who wandered from his 
home six days earlier. Night­ 
time temperatures have dipped 
near the freezing mark since 
young Ronnie Rea was last 
seen. 
Light snow spread over the 
Northern Rockies through the 
afternoon and along the west­ 
ern edge of the Great Lakes. 
Light snow fell over Chicago’s 
suburbs. 
The temperature dipped to 28 
degrees Sunday at Fayettville, 
Ark., where the first frost 
customarily does not arrive 
before Oct. 28. It was 20 
degrees at Gilbert, Ark. 
Frost also stretched across 
Oklahoma and into the Texas 
Panhandle and record lows 
were set Sunday over parts of 
the Plains and the Mississippi 
Valley.

The results were expected 
and followed the pattern of 
three previous referendums, in 
which Marcos also received 
overwhelming support for the 
martial law rule that he 
proclaimed four years ago.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Democratic Sen. John V. Tun­ 
ney, who overcame a strong 
challenge by antiwar radical 
Tom Hayden in the primary, is 
locked in a dead even re- 
election contest with S I. 
Hayakawa, a self-described 
"folk hero” who quelled cam­ 
pus protests. 
With a boyish, toothy grin and 
zestful campaign style, Tunney 
is portraying himself as an 
energetic senator at age 42. He 
attacks 
his 70-year-old 
Republican opponent as a fogy 
"whose ideas are imbedded in 
19th Century cement." 
The retired San Francisco 
State University president, 
making his first bid for public 
office, acknowledges his politi­ 
cal naivete. He uses the image 
to attack the Washington es­ 
tablishment and to avoid or 
delay taking stands on some is­ 
sues. 
Hayakaw a, a renowned 
sem anticist, calls Tunney 
"senator flip-flop" for changing 
his positions on key issues. He 
cites votes on the SST, the 
military draft, health care and 
the deregulation of natural gas. 
Tunney, in turn, says 
Hayakawa did his own flip-flop 
by changing his party registra­ 
tion from Democrat to Republi­ 
can three years ago. 
On issues, these differences 
have emerged: 
— Tunney favors steps 
leading to a national health 
care system. Hayakawa wants 
the medical field left to private 
enterprise. 
— Hayakawa wants to abolish 
child labor laws, contending 
work for youths who want it 
would reduce juvenile crime. 
Tunney says Hayakawa has 
"about as much social sensitivi­ 
ty as a turn-of-the-century 
sweatshop boss ." 
— Tunney supports the farm 
labor initiative, Prop. 14, spon­ 
sored by Cesar Chavez. Hie 
sprightly septuagenarian sides 
with growers and opposes it. 
— Tunney calls for a breakup 
of petroleum companies; 
Hayakawa opposes the move. 
Both candidates have joined 
forces with their respective 
party’s presidential nominees. 
But neither is relying on 
presidential coattails to provide 
the decisive margin in the 
senatorial race as independent 
California voters often split 
their tickets. 
Hayakawa figures his best as­ 
set is to remind voters of the 
turbulent 1960s when he gained 
national recognition for ripping 
wires from a sound truck used 
by demonstrators. 
He recently returned to the 
once strife-torn San Francisco 
campus and was delighted when 
he was greeted by Progressive 
Labor party protesters. 
"Thank you," he said. "You 
made me famous then and you 
will do it again." Hayakawa 
said the appearance might win 
him 500,000 votes. 
Hayakawa also gave Presi­ 
dent Ford one of his famous lit­ 
tle tam-o'-shanter hats, telling 
Ford, " It ’s good for combat." 
Tunney is running scared, 
challenging Hayakawa to de­ 
bates which the Republican 
declines and taking an unusual­ 
ly aggressive posture for an in­ 
cumbent seeking a second 
term. The two will make one 
joint television appearance Oct. 
23 in Los Angeles 
Polls published in August 
have indicated the race is a 
toss-up. but Tunney aides said 
recently they have private polls 
which show the senator is pull- 
ing 
som ewhat 
ahead. 
Hayakawaka aides said the con­ 
test is close. 
Tunney reminds voters of his 
relative youth compared with 
Hayakawa. even telling some 
audiences about jogging in 
between appearances. " I ’ve 
found being a senator a full­ 
time job The toughest part of 
being a senator is the hours that 
you keep."

State voters to decide 
$805 million in bonds 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
California voters Nov. 2 will be 
asked to approve three bond 
measures totaling $805 million 
to purchase park and coastal 
land, and finance low-interest 
loans for homes and residential 
solar energy heating and cool­ 
ing devices. 
Although not the most expen­ 
sive of the bond proposals, 
Prop 
2, the parks bond 
measure, is the one most likely 
to affect the daily lives of 
Californians and the only one 
proponents openly acknowledge 
w ill directly cost taxpayer 
dollars. 
The proposition would raise 
$280 million for the purchase of 
park lands with the emphasis on 
coastal property. The bonds are 
rated as "general obligation" 
and, along with interest, would 
be paid back from general tax 
revenues at about $23 million a 
year for 20 years, according to 
supporters. 
It is the third such proposal to 
face voters in recent years. 
Similar park bond propositions 
were approved by voters in 1964 
and 1974 for a total of $400 
million 
Prop. 2 would raise $110 
million for acquisition of 38 
miles of California shoreline 
deemed “ high priority’’ by the 
Coastal Commission and the 
state Department of Parks and 
Recreation. The proposed pur­ 
chases include 27 pieces of land 
totaling about 16,000 acres. 
The newly created state 
Coastal Conservancy, an agen­ 
cy designed to stop the degrada­ 
tion of coastal lands not listed 
as high priority by the Coastal 
Com m ission or the parks 
department, would receive $10 
million 
Another $85 million would go 
for direct grants to local 
governments for expansion or 
development of parks. The 
rem ainder is budgeted for 
development of state historic 
projects, improvement of re­ 
creation facilities at state 
Water Project reservoirs and 
upgrading lands by the Wildlife 
Conservation board. 
Opponents of the measure 
call it a "land grab" and claim 
government already owns about 
49 per cent of the land in 
California. They also contend it 
is unnecessary and costly to 
purchase additional property 
and will force property tax in­ 
creases because government- 
owned land is not taxable. 
But those behind Prop 
2 
argue that if the land is not 
purchased now, it w ill be 
prohibitively expensive in fu­ 
ture years and the planned land 
purchases are designed to 


create more recreation areas 
nearer to crowded population 
centers. 
The largest bond measure, 
Prop. 1, would authorize the 
sale of $500 million in bonds to 
finance development of low-and 
m oderate-incom e 
housing 
through the California Housing 
Finance Agency, created by the 
legislature last year. 
The legislaure initially au­ 
thorized the agency to sell $450 
million in revenue bonds — 
bonds that pay for themselves 
from repayment of the low- 
interest loans given out by the 
agency. Revenue bonds may be 
sold without voter approval. 
Prop. 1, however, would 
authorize a general obligation 
issue These bonds also would 
be repaid from 'mortgage and 
interest installments, but would 
have the backing of the state 
treasury. Legislative Analyst 
A Alan Post notes that because 
they are not revenue bonds, if 
the agency is unable to make its 
payments taxpayers would be 
required to pick up the tab. 
Proponents, including Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., claim 
homes built by private industry 
are too expensive for many 
persons and state housing 
programs are needed to aid the 
poor and elderly. They also say 
that California’s sagging con­ 
struction industry would be 
given a boost by creating 30,000 
jobs. 
Backers also say California 
has an excellent record of sound 
fiscal management of bonds. 
They note the Cal-Vet home and 
farm loan program has never 
had to dip into tax revenues to 
meet its obligations 
Opponents, such as conserva­ 
tive Sen H L. Richardson, R- 


Arcadia, claim that the state is 
already more than $5 billion in 
debt through bonds and that the 
additional $500 million sale un­ 
der Prop. 1 would impose 
another burden on the tax­ 
payer. 


They also charge that only 
13,000 new homes could be built 
under the program and predict 
property values will drop in 
those communities where the 
agency finances inexpensive 
low-income housing. 
The third bond measure, 
Prop. 3, is designed to help 
promote the development and 
installation of solar energy 
heating and cooling devices for 
California homes. 
The proposal would authorize 
the sale of $25 million in bonds 
to provide loans at interest 
rates below market value to 
persons who wish to install in­ 
sulation or solar energy devices 
in homes or apartm ent 
buildings of up to four units. 
The state Energy Commis­ 
sion would develop guidelines 
for the loans and the program 
would be administered by the 
Housing Finance Agency. 
Bond-opponent 
Richardson 
claims that the program would 
discriminate against renters 
because loans would be availa­ 
ble only to owners of homes or 
apartment buildings with four 
units or less. 
The proposal is directly tied 
to Prop. 12 on the ballot, a con­ 
stitutional amendment chang­ 
ing a provision that prohibits a 
gift of public funds to a private 
party Without passage of Prop. 
12, the Housing and Finance 
Agency could not make loans at 
less than market value because 
they might be considered a gift. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
California voters will decide 
Nov. 2 the thorny issue of 
whether to lift the state’s 
gambling prohibition on grey­ 
hound dog racing. 


Since it was announced last 
spring, the initiative has been 
opposed by law enforcement of­ 
ficials, some lawmakers and 
various animal protection as­ 
sociations as cruel, unfair, and 
a path to corruption. 


But proponents counter by 
saying, if passed, Prop. 13 
would provide tax relief by 
producing new state revenues. 
They say the proposition has 
safeguards to make sure that 
unscrupulous characters would 
be excluded from participating 
in the proposed dog-racing in­ 
dustry. And, they say dog rac­ 
ing is just as legitimate as 
horse racing. 


The initiative drive began 
shortly after a bill, similar to 
the proposition, was defeated in 
the legislature. The short-lived 
legislation, authored by Assem­ 
blyman Leon Ralph, a South 
Gate Democrat who also heads 
up the powerful Assembly 
Rules Committee, was killed 
after its first Assembly com­ 
mittee hearing. 
George G. Hardie, the presi­ 
dent of the Golden State 
Greyhound Association and the 
major promoter of Prop. 13, 
has been under continuous in­ 
vestigation by state and local 
authorities since the initiative 
qualified for the ballot in June 
with more than 312,000 sig­ 
natures. 


Hardie has been involved in a 
long squabble with the state 
Fair Political Practices Com­ 
mission over disclosing infor­ 
mation about initiative cam­ 
paign expenditures. A Los 
Angeles Superior Court judge 
threatened him with jail if he 
didn’t come up with more infor­ 
mation. 


with pari-mutuel wagering at 
race tracks is permitted. 
The initiative would legalize 
greyhound betting at racing 
tracks and would create a five- 
member California Greyhound 
Racing Commission to regulate 
the new industry, including the 
licensing of participants. The 
commission would be responsi­ 
ble for allocating the total 875 
racing days per year among 
proposed tracks. 
Assemblyman Howard Ber­ 
man, D-Beverly Hills, called a 
press conference recently and 
told reporters that the proposi­ 
tion was a "pure fraud.” 
Berman said "only the Hardie 
organization can conceivably 
meet" the license requirements 
proposed by the measure. 
But Hardie said the require­ 
ments in the proposition were 
not designed to exclude people 
but to "eliminate the frivolous 
applications." 
In an interview, he added, 
" I ’ve put in all the money I 
have and asked my friends to 
participate in this. I don’t think 
there’s anything wrong in hop­ 
ing to get a small share of an in­ 
dustry if you’re responsible for 
helping bring it here." 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says he is opposed because 
“ Prop. 13 has an unsavory odor 
the whole way it was qualified, 
the financial question and the 
people who are involved." 
The proposition does not 
specify how many greyhound 
tracks could be established in 
California. The split, after 
taxes, on the pari-mutuel dollar 
would include 84.25 cents to 
holders of winning tickets, 7.25 
cents to the association con­ 
ducting the race, 6 cents to the 


greyhound racing fund, and 2.5 
cents to owners and breeders of 
winning dogs. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post has estimated that state 
revenue from racing could run 
between $45 million and $75 
million if all the racing days 
were used. 
The legislature would be 
allowed to distribute 25 per cent 
of the state share to cities and 
counties in which greyhound 
races are conducted. The 
remainder of state revenues 
would go to the following newly 
created funds: 
Fifteen per cent for high 
school athletics; 10 per cent for 
child development; 15 per cent 
for senior-citizen transporta­ 
tion and nutrition; 15 per cent 
for handicapped children; 10 
per cent for childhood-disease 
programs; 10 per cent for 
juvenile deliquency and child 
abuse prevention; 3 per cent for 
deaf children’s fund: 6 per cent 
for a blind relief fund; 5 per 
cent each for heart and cancer 
research; 5 per cent for 
bilingual education; and 1 per 
cent for a retirement fund for 
racing greyhounds. 


A leading opponent to Prop. 
13, Los Angeles Sheriff Peter J. 
Pitchness, said the introduction 


of a dog racing industry in 
California would create serious 
law enforcement problems, in­ 
cluding an “ increased inci­ 
dence of bookmaking, pickpock­ 
eting, burglaries, armed rob­ 
beries and loan sharking." 
"The expansion of legalized 
gambling in California will 
greatly increase the level of il­ 
legal gambling activity and will 
enhance the opportunities of 
organized crime," the sheriff 
said. 
Hardie maintains that thou­ 
sands of new jobs would be 
created through the construc­ 
tion and the operation of dog 
tracks. The proposition is sup­ 
ported the state Building and 
Construction Trade Council. 
Supporters of Prop. 13 con­ 
tend that opposition of the in­ 
itiative is being spearheaded 
and financed by horse racing in­ 
terests in California which see 
dog racing as a threat to their 
exclusive statewide gambling 
monopoly. 
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Under current law, betting on 
greyhound racing is prohibited. 
But state-licensed horse racing

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Mini-earthquakes blamed 
for Carolinas' mystery

CH APEL H ILL. N C. (U P I) 
— Unexplained booming noises, 
rattling doors, shaking trailers 
and falling plaster along the 
coast of the Carolinas during 
the past decade appear to be 
caused by mini-earthquakes on 
the sea floor, according to two 
University of North Carolina 
geologists 
Dr. David Stewart, director 
of the university’s MacCarthy 
Geophysics Laboratory, and his 
colleague. 
Kenneth Taylor, 
have been studying the occur­ 
rences and plan to report their 
findings to the Geological 
Society of America in Denver 
Nov. 10. 
The scientists said although 
some of the disturbances may 


be due to unknown human ac­ 
tivities, they think at least 
some are caused by shallow 
submarine mini-earthquakes. 
The disturbances have been 
reported at least several times 
a month for the past 10 years. 
Stewart said the disturbances 
also have caused sm all 
amounts of wave activity in the 
Southport harbor. 
The two said their three 
months of seismographic study 
and eight months of interviews 
with about 150 residents in a 
stretch of coastline from 
Wrightsville Beach to Myrtle 
Beach, SC., suggest the dis­ 
turbances originate from 10 to 
50 miles offshore south and 
southeast of Cape Fear.

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Dole in wide-ranging, 
'rough-and-tough' effort 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa (UPI) - 
Republican vice presidential 
candidate Robert Dole is in­ 
volved in a wide-ranging attack 
on Dem ocrats in what he 
describes as a “ rough-and- 
tough campaign.” 
The Kansas senator sche­ 
duled a mid-morning tour of the 
Sioux City stockyards today, an 
afternoon-and-evening 
swing 
through the Southeastern Mis­ 
souri State University campus 
at Cape Girardeau, Mo. and 
GOP rallies in a shopping 
center and hotel at Springfield, 
Mo. 
C o m p l a i n i n g 
a b o u t 
Democratic criticism of Presi­ 
dent Ford before a GOP rally at 
Sioux City Sunday, Dole said, 
“It’s a rough and tough cam­ 
paign.” 
“We might have to have one 
more debate after the election 


to get things straight,” Dole 
said in Waterloo, Iowa, refer­ 
ring to his historic confronta­ 
tion Friday with Walter Mon- 
dale, his Democratic coun­ 
terpart. 


“To suggest that President 
Ford played a role in Water­ 
gate is dirty politics and they 
know its dirty politics,” said 
Dole. “Even though President 
Ford was cleared by the 
prosecutor’s office he has been 
smeared by the Democratic 
ticket.” 
Later, at the Sioux City rally, 
Dole showed the wit he is 
credited with, whether for or 
against Republicans. 
“I’m really pleased to be here 
and I know where I am, and I 
know where I’ve been,” said 
Dole, referring to Ford’s confu­ 
sion Saturday over the state and 


city in which he was campaign­ 
ing. 
Dole hit Jimmy Carter on his 
proposed pardon for Vietnam 
war draft evaders which Dole 
said he and Ford opposed. 
“There’s still hundreds of 
American boys missing in 
Southeast Asia,” said Dole. 
“Some may be prisoners of war 
and some may be alive. I’ve 
just got to believe that if we 
have any priorities we’ve got to 
concern ourselves with those 
forgotten Americans in South­ 
east Asia before we worry too 
much about those who forgot 
America at a time of need.” 
Dole also criticized Demo­ 
crats for any recollection of 
Watergate and said “ If we want 
to go back in history we can ask 
how many men died in wars 
when Democrats were in con­ 
trol.” 
Mondale claims Dole sought 
to dismantle ag department

seeking to prolong the impact of 
his debate with GOP vice 
presidential candidate Robert 
Dole, is reminding audiences of 
an effort by his farm state 
adversary to dismantle the 
Agriculture Department. 
His new charges against Dole 
reflected the increased sense of 
confidence that Mondale ap­ 
pears to have drawn from 
public reaction to their debate 
last Friday night in Houston. 
Again today, Mondale pro­ 
mised to be on the offensive 
with a major policy speech at­ 
tacking the Republicans for 
failing to meet the nation s 
energy needs. 


Mondale made a brash appeal 
to voters in Dole’s home state 
of Kansas Sunday He recalled 
he was confused during the 
debate when Dole accused Jim­ 
my Carter of wanting to abolish 
the Agriculture Department 


“And after the debate I kept 
scratching my head — I 
wondered what’s bothering old 
Bob,” he said “Jimmy Carter 
has always supported a strong 
Department of Agriculture, and 
he knows I have always sup­ 
ported a strong Department of 
Agriculture. So we checked his 
record.” 
Mondale said he found that in 
1971 President Richard Nixon 
proposed a bill to change the 
Agriculture Department and 
give its tasks to a number of 
proposed new “ super agen­ 
cies.” 
“There was only one farm 
state senator on the Agriculture 
Committee who joined in the in­ 
troduction of that bill.” Mon­ 
dale said “And do you know 
what his name is — Robert 
Dole 
“ He just had trouble express­ 
ing what was bothering him 
What was bothering him was 
Bob Dole’s own record — that’s 
what it was.”

And he said it didn’t 
bother him 
“He s absolutely determined 
to go ahead if he’s re-elected.” 
Reed said in an interview over 
the weekend 
Ford flew to Yellowstone 
Park Aug 
29 and, with Old 
Faithful as a backdrop, an­ 
nounced his Bicentennial Land 
Act 
Critics said that by the time 
Ford announced the plan, 
Congress had set adjournment 
to come within a few weeks and 
action on the legislation was 
impossible 
Others dismissed the move as 
an election year ploy, saying 
the administration had opposed 
funds for parkland acquisition 
in the past 
More controversy was gene­ 
rated about the project by a 
news column which said Ford's 
Yellowstone appearance cost 
the Treasury $153.000. including 
transporting 125 officials, rang­ 
ing from Interior Secretary 
Thomas Kleppe to low-level 
clerks, to the ceremony. 
Reed said it was his idea for 
Ford to go to Yellowstone, and 
alternative proposals to stage 
the announcement at the Grand 
Canyon and Grand Teton were 
rejected 
Asked about the column, 
Reed said he had not checked 
the cost 
“If it's that much, in my opi­ 
nion it’s well worth it to get the 
President to Yellowstone," he 
said, “well worth it to get atten­ 
tion to the national parks ” 
The timing of the announce­ 
ment would be criticized. Reed 
said he told Ford But he said he 
urged the President to make 
“maximum benefit” politically 
from his initiation of the plan

Cargo ship 
feared lost; 
37 aboard 
NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
Panamanian cargo ship 
carrying 37 crew members 
is feared sunk in an area of 
the Atlantic Ocean known as 
the “Bermuda Triangle,” 
the Coast Guard said today. 
“It doesn’t look too good,” 
a Coast Guard spokesman 
said. “We fear that (the 
freighter ‘Sylvia L. Ossa’) 
has been sunk, and there are 
no signs of survivors at this 
time.” 
The spot wh e re the 
“Sylvia L. Ossa” is feared to 
have gone down is part of the 
controversial “ Bermuda 
Triangle,” a stretch of the 
Atlantic Ocean which has 
been the subject of several 
books dealing with the 
mysterious disappearance of 
ships and aircraft. 
“An aerial search of more 
than 8,200 square miles of 
ocean, centered 160 miles 
west of Bermuda, yielded no 
results,” 
the spokesman 
said. 
The search continued Mon­ 
day with two long-range 
planes from Elizabeth City 
and a Navy P3 plane from 
Bermuda sweeping an ex­ 
tended sea area. 
The spokesman said, 
however, that “an oil slick, 
an overturned lifeboat and a 
life ring,” tentatively iden­ 
tified as having come from 
the 590-foot ship, were found 
about 160 miles due west of 
Bermuda and 420 miles 
southeast of Elizabeth City, 
N C 
He sai d 
t h e r e was 
evidence the life preserver 
“had been near fire.” 
The spokesman said the 
ship, en route from Brazil, 
was carrying a cargo of iron

NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
Critics of Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi have united in a 
new group to fight for restora­ 
tion of civil liberties suspended 
during the government’s 18- 
month-old state of emergency. 
Hundreds of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
opponents ended a two-day 
seminar Sunday by announcing 
formation of a “Peoples’ Union 
for Civil Liberties and Demo­ 
cratic Rights.” 
Organizers of the meeting 
said it was the largest public 
opposition meeting in the In­ 
dian capital since Mrs. Gandhi 
declared a state of emergency 
June 26, 1975. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s declaration of 
emergency suspended all civil 
rights, censored the press and 
resulted in imprisonment for 
tens of thousands of her oppo­ 
nents. Some who were later 
released attended the seminar 
and others sent messages of 
support. 
Organizers said the new 
group would fight to end the 
state of emergency by trying 
“to popularize among all the 


Food employers' 
offer turned down 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Nearly all of the grocery store 
drivers and warehousemen 
rejected the Food Employers 
Council’s so-called final con­ 
tract offer Sunday night be­ 
cause of an “almost insulting” 
proposal to one segment of 
workers. 
A spokesman for the Team­ 
sters Union, representing the 
10.000 drivers and warehouse­ 
men throughout Southern Cali­ 
fornia, said 98.5 per cent of the 
membership rejected the 
proposal. 
He said “bargaining hasn’t 
been exhausted.” however, and 
that negotiations will continue 
to avert a strike. The contract 
with the Food Employers Coun­ 
cil expired Sept 5 and rank- 
and-file union members have 
sanctioned a strike 
Union members are now 
working under a day-by-day ex­ 
tension of the old contract with 
the provision that either side 
may end the agreement with a 
72-hour notice. 
The union spokesman said the 
Food Employers Council is of­ 
fering a “fairly decent wage of­ 
fer” to a large portion of the un­ 
ion members, but an “almost 
insulting” 25-cent-an-hour hike 
to about 1.600 workers

Lompoc's big win: 
Something to crow about

Ronnie G arcia’s Lompoc High team ­ 
m ates call him “Crow” for one of two 
reasons: A) his unique crow-like skitter 
across the overhead ladder at practice; 
or B) the fact that he bears a marked 
resem blance to the costars of Heckyl 
and Jeckyl cartoons. Or: C) both of the 
above. 


The Crow got into the Santa Maria 
Saints' cornfield several tim es last Fri­ 
day. He kicked three field goals — 31, 33 
and 32 yarders — and ran 
for a very 
crucial two-point conversion. 


It added up to a 17-13 Lompoc win over 
Santa Maria in the league opener. And 
unless there is a big upset or two 
ahead for Lompoc, it could be the league 
closer. 


You rem em ber Garcia. H e’s the 5-4, 
120-pound soccer-style kicker who beat 
Cabrillo last year with a last-second 33- 
yard field goal. 


Ronnie's been having his problems this 
year. Maybe it’s the added bulk. H e’s 
listed at 124 pounds now. Two w eeks ago, 
against Dos Pueblos, he shanked more 
balls than a near-sighted golfer. 


The problem, it seem s, is that he had 
watched the Dos Pueblos placekicker in 
warm-ups as he booted balls out of sight. 


and Ronnie got psyched out, got sort of a 
kicker’s inferiority complex. 
So he vowed to not pay attention to 
Santa M aria’s kicker, and his confidence 
returned. 
But it wasn’t G arcia’s accurate kick­ 
ing that shocked the Saints. It was his 
running. Let’s set the scene. 
Lompoc putplayed the Saints by a m ile 
in the first half, but the Braves are the 
type of team that can absolutely kill 
another team on the field and not have it 
show up on the scoreboard. The Braves 
led just 6-0 at halftim e, though they had 
outgained the Saints 118 yards to 33 
The Saints had one decent offensive 
drive all night, and it cam e late in the 
third q u a r te r and r e su lte d 
in a 
touchdown. Joe Aguilar, of the Flying 
Aguilar Brothers, blocked the extra 
point and the gam e was tied 6-6. 
Then the Saints got a break when Lom­ 
poc sub quarterback Casey Candaele 
fumbled the ball into the Santa Maria 
end zone and the Saints recovered and 
took a 13-6 lead. 
Thanks to a 43-yard kickoff return by 
Calvin Boler and a touchdown pass from 
Steve M cM illian to B oler, Lompoc 
closed the gap to 13-12 with 9:44 left in 
the gam e. 
There are no ties in Northern League 
play, rem em ber (they use a tie-breaking 
sy stem ). so it looked like Lompoc would 
kick the PAT, tie the gam e, and then 
have an advantage in the overtim e, since 


they w ere outplaying the Saints. 
Garcia lined up to kick the PAT, but 
got the snap and sprinted around right 
end, behind blocks by Pat Fridrich and 
would-be holder Tito Rodriguez, and 
dove in for the score. 
It was a play the Braves had just in­ 
stalled that week, and they had run it 
once in practice. 
“ I thought I’d just be able to walk in,” 
said Garcia, ‘‘because that’s the way it 
was in practice.” 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren explained 
his strategy: 
“With that much tim e remaining, and 
as well as he (G arcia) had been kicking, 
I knew that if we got close again, a field 
goal w as a possibility. We had never run 
for an extra point and I thought that they 
would figure us to kick the ball. And Gar­ 
cia has real good speed. I just thought it 
was a good tim e to try it. Even if we m is­ 
sed, I have a lot of confidence in our 
defense, and I thought we would have a 
chance later on to score again.” 
The Lompoc defense has allowed a 
total of three touchdowns in the last four 
gam es. Friday they held Santa Maria to 
29 yards rushing and 73 passing. 
You can give the Saints a lot of credit 
for their own ineptness. On five occa­ 
sions in the first half, the Saints’ center- 
to-quarterback snap was fumbled, and 
Lom poc’s insurance field goal was set up 
by a wild snap on a punt play 
It was a case of intimidation. The

Saints, fearing that their regular center 
would not be able to handle Lom poc’s 
fearsom e noseguard Richard Aguilar, 
put a player at center who had not played 
there before.

“Our line is the greatest!” shouted 
Boler in the locker room after picking up 
87 yards on 20 carries. 


Lom poc is the unpassingest team 
around, but for the second straight week 
McMillian and Boler hooked up for a 
“ bomb.” Against Dos Pueblos it was a 
two-yard pass that Boler turned into a 19- 
yard TD. Friday it was a short screen 
pass that Boler caught behind the line of 
scrim m age and turned into an exciting 
15-yard TD

Hart comes to life 
to riddle Cowboys

It doesn’t pay to get Jim Hart angry The 
Dallas Cowboys learned that the hard way Sun­ 
day. 
The Cowboys picked off two of H art’s passes 
on their one-yard line just before halftime and 
the St. Louis quarterback was fuming. Hart 
came back in the second half to finish with 346 
yards passing, including three touchdowns, as he 
led the Cardinals to a 21-17 victory over Dallas 
that tied the clubs for first place in the National 
Conference East at 5-1. 
“ At halftime, I was mad, very mad with 
myself,’’ Hart said. “There were some dumb 
moves on my part . You have two options and you 
wish you had run the second one. That way even 
if those two interceptions had been incom­ 
pletions, it would have been at least six points 
more on two field goals.’’ 


Hart threw a 54-yard TD pass to Mel Gray in 
the second period and then put St. Louis ahead, 
14-7, in the third period with a four-yard flip to 
Terry Metcalf. His 17-yard TD pass in the final 
period to Gray, who had seven catches for 152 
yards, put the game out of reach and sent the 
Cowboys, who were the NFL’s only unbeaten, 
untied team, to their first loss. 


“ It’s a big win any time you beat Dallas,” said 
Gray. “There had been talk that they’re the best 
team in the NFL. I was ready for the game — 
psyched up I couldn’t get any higher than I was 
today.” 


Hart hit 22-of-32 passes and Dallas quarter­ 
back Roger Staubach, who entered the game 
with a 73.1 completion percentage, hit. for him, 
a subpar 21-of-42 


The key point in the game came late in the 
third period when the Cowboys blocked a punt 
and took over at the Cardinals' eight. Tackle 
Mike Dawson, the Cards’ No. 1 draft choice, 
then led a a goal-line charge that turned back 
Charles Young on a fourth-and-one plunge. 
Hart then hit four passes for 77 yards, the last 
one a 17-varder which Cowboy safety Cliff 
Harris tipped into Gray’s hands in the end zone 
“That touchdown to Mel Gray should have 
been intercepted. ’ Landry said “That was real­ 
ly the game.”

Baird wins Texas in sudden death 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— The victory was a long time 
coming and that made it seem 
even better to Butch Baird. 
“Everything went my way. 
God was smiling on me,” Baird 
said Sunday. 
The 40-year-old Miami pro 
defeated Miller Barber on the 
first hole of a sudden death 
playoff Sunday to win the 
$25,000 first prize in the Texas 
Open golf tournament. 
Baird, who last won on the 
PGA tour 11 years ago, had a 
hole-in-one and a crucial 15-foot 
birdie putt in the final round, to 
tie Barber at 273. 
Baird was successful on a 10- 
foot putt on the first playoff 
hole while Barber left a nine- 
foot potential birdie inches 
short. 


Barber had held a three- 
stroke lead after the third 
round, also played on Sunday, 
and appeared headed for vic­ 
tory until Baird, playing in the 
same threesome as the leader, 
hit his ace with a three-iron on 
the 182-yard 12th hole. 
Barber still raised his hands 
in victory on the 18th when he 
laid his approach shot next to 
the cup. But Baird, whose last 
victory came in 1965. sank his 
15-foot putt for a seven-under 65 
and the tie. Barber had a 70 on 
the final round. 
Baird carded two bogies ear­ 
ly in the round but also hit 
seven birdies and the hole-in- 
one for a seven-under-par 65 on 
the final 18 holes. His total 
score numbered 68-70-70-65-273 
and the $25,000 first prize raised 


his earnings to $82,976 for the 
year and $264,864 for his career 
and qualified him for all of next 
year’s tournaments. 
Bruce Lietzke finished alone 
at third place and collected 
$8,875 
Finishing fourth at 10-under- 
par 278 and collecting $4,637.40 
each were Dave Hill, Gary 
Koch. Sandy G albraith, Al 
Geiberger and George Cadle. 
Defending cham pion Don 
January finished at five-under 
283 and 1973 champion Ben 
Crenshaw, hoping to take over 
the No. 1 position on the money 
list from Jack Nicklaus, fin­ 
ished in a five-way tie for 11th 
and collected only $513 Cren­ 
shaw is still $10,000 shy of topp­ 
ing Nicklaus with two tourna­ 
ments left on the tour.

Sport bodies meet, 
no solutions found 


BARCELONA, Spain (UPI) 
— Weeklong meetings between 
the International Olympic Com­ 
mittee and the World Sports 
Federations ended Sunday with 
the admission that both bodies 
are unable to prevent sport 
from being used for political 
ends. 
Additionally, no sanctions 
were imposed on the African 
countries which boycotted the 
Montreal games at the last mo­ 
ment in a protest against 
apartheid in South Africa. 
The two bodies, which be­ 
tween them control all aspects 
on amateur sport throughout 
the world, agreed on only two 
things, that any retroactive 
sanctions would harm the 
athletes and not the politicians 
who made the decisions at 
Montreal, and that new rules 
were necessary both to act as a 
deterrent and to take action in 


any future event when politics 
are injected into a major sports 
meeting. 
‘‘Having heard the interna­ 
tional federations and the 
tripartite commission (com­ 
posed of officials from the IOC, 
federations and national Olym­ 
pic committees), it is felt that 
retroactive sanctions would be 
counter-productive and would 
be most especially harmful to 
the athletes,” IOC president 
Lord Killanin said. 
He said it has be agreed that 
the IOC rules “be reviewed, 
amended, strengthened and im­ 
plemented in the future.” 


Both the IOC and federations 
talked as little as possible about 
the events at Montreal— the 
Canadian refusal to admit 
Taiwan into the games and the 
African walkout—which tar­ 
nished the Olympics’ image.

Easy way to recycle 
typewriter ribbons

DEAR POLLY — 1 would appreciate it if you would 
reprint the way to renovate an old typewriter ribbon I 
read that someone was thanking you for printing that 
Pointer. It must have been before I started taking the 
paper. Thank you. — LILLIAN 
DEAR LILLIAN — You were only one of the many 
many readers who wrote asking for a repeat of that 
Pointer. Typewriter ribbon may be renewed by using 
machine oil. Squirt from the can onto the ribbon wound 
on the spool. Be sure to go nil around it, even through 
the holes In the top of the spool. Fasten up in a plastic 
bag and leave until the oil penetrates all through the rib­ 
bon. It is as simple as that. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — The best dust cloths I have ever used were 
old nylon panties After I was finished with the panties. 1 cut 
off the elastic. They worked so well and left no lint. 1 always 
use a good furniture polish with them. (Polly’s note — 1 agree 
with you I use all old nylon underclothes this way, and keep 
them in a draw string bag between uses.) — THELMA 
DEAR POLLY — I am answering Ruby D whose Pet Peeve 
co n ce rn e d the large number of seeds one had to buy in a packet 
when only a few were needed We also had this problem, but 
solved it in two ways We either buy seeds with a friend and 
share seeds and cost If that is not possible, we leave the extra 
seeds in the packet (be sure seeds and packet are dry, with not 
a trace of m oisture) and wrap once in foil. Place several of 
these foil wrapped packets in one freezer container Put it in 
the back of the freezer until the next planting tim e About two- 
thirds of the seeds will lose their productivity, but the rest will 
produce as good as new. — J W. 
DEAR POLLY — I save tim e when making a carrot cake by 
using a couple of jars of junior baby food grated carrots. I am 
saved grating them by hand 
1 used one of those famous “ loopers” to loop long ropes of 
yarn Then I sewed the ropes into a circle and used these as 
covers for footstools and hassocks When sewn, the yarn still 
stretches enough so the covers can be pulled off and washed 
easily, and the furniture is protected 
1 wanted to wash a window that was sticking, so I applied a 
thin coat of beeswax on the pulley slides That m ade them 
slide like ice — JAY. 
DEAR POLLY — 1 never seem to have enough pants 
hangers, so I save all pieces of lightwight cardboard. Fold a 
piece gently over a rectangular hanger and then sew with long 
stitches 1 do this on my machine, but it could be done by hand

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
AID officials 
fret over image 


WASHINGTON - Behind their 
fashionable walled villas high above 
Port-Au-Prince, American AID officials 
are in an absolute tizzy over our citicism 
of their lifestyle. 
We questioned whether they should 
draw hardship pay for distributing aid to 
the hungry people of Haiti. They are sup­ 
posed to help develop 
the impoverished na­ 
tion and to feed its 
malnourished 
millions. 
They manage to do 
this in a style that is 
the envy of stateside 
to u ris ts who pay 
premium rates for a 
few days of similar 
pleasure in Port-Au- 
Prince. For as we 
reported last August, 
the AID officials live 
in tropical luxury. 
They swim in private 
pools, are waited on by 
gracious servants, 
belong to exclusive 
private clubs and attend lavish cocktail 
and dinner parties. 
To help them endure the tribulations of 
such an ex iste n ce , they co llect 
“hardship” allowance — a bonus of 
about 15 per cent above their regular 
salaries. They also draw generous hous­ 
ing and educational allowances so they 
can live in the grand manner and put 
their children through special schools. 
Our reports infuriated the AID 
bureaucrats, who kept the wires burning 
between Port-Au-Prince and Washington 
as they speculated on ways they might 
repair their image. Donor Lion, a high 
muck-a-muck temporarily in charge of 
Latin-American aid assured his minions 
in Haiti that the home office was “tak­ 
ing issue with Anderson column.'’ 
Lion pledged that headquarters in­ 
tended “to demonstrate to AID field per­ 
sonnel our continuing support of their ef­ 
forts." He requested “as much informa­ 
tion as possible” from Haiti “to respond 
to Anderson and to congressional and 
other inquiries concerned over Ander­ 
son’s charges.” 
Yet try as they might, the AID con­ 
tingent in Haiti couldn’t refute the facts 
that we reported. Their responses were

sador Heyward Isham, who made a 
valiant effort, at least, to present all the 
mitigating circumstances. 
“It is true," he acknowledged in one 
cable, “ that some Americans live in 
comfortable houses with swimming 
pools.” But he contended that there 
simply was too little housing “that would 
be acceptable by American standards, 
except those owned by wealthier Hai­ 
tians. Many of these are built with swim­ 
ming pools.” 
Actually, some middle-class houses 
are available in Port-Au-Prince. Our 
reporter. Hal Bemton. stayed in one. But 
these homes might not be adequate for 
families 
It costs the taxpayers an extra $4.600 
to $6,900 a year in housing allowances, 
which are paid to the AID officials to 
help them meet the higher rents for their 
hillside villas. But Ambassador Isham 
pointed out that diplomats from other 
countries live in equal splendor in Port- 
Au-Prince. 
Specifically, six of the 17 AID officials 
in Port-Au-Prince have individual swim­ 
ming pools, four share pools and seven 
struggle along without private swimm­ 
ing facilities. The AID director, who has 
a 21-by-9-foot pool, complained that he 
can’t get enough water out of the local 
system to keep it filled to capacity. 
The ambassador also acknowledged 
that AID officials belonged to three “ex­ 
clusive private clubs.” He insisted, 
however, that membership was “virtual­ 
ly mandatory for those wishing to play 
tennis or golf, as all three have tennis 
facilities and one the only golf course in 
Haiti.” It was a “personal decision,” he 
emphasized, whether AID employes 
joined. 
“ Americans living in Haiti usually 
em ploy s e rv a n ts ,” it was also 
acknowledged, but this is “necessary to 
maintain living standards similar to 
those in the United States ” 
We don’t know whether a staff of ser­ 
vants is essential to uphold American liv­ 
ing standards But this wasn’t our point. 
We merely questioned whether our AID 
administrators in Port-Au-Prince are en­ 
titled to 15 per cent extra hardship pay. 
In all the thousands of words they 
wrote in defense of themselves, we could 
find only one paragraph that might 
justify a Haitian hardship allowance 
“Service in Haiti exposes all employes 
and their families to several diseases 
endemic to Haiti, including malaria and 
dengue fever,” they noted. In the past 
three months, one AID employe has been 
sent home for medical reasons. 
Footnote: We will take up other AID 
complaints in a future column 
ANGRY ALEXANDER: We recently 
reported that Internal Revenue Commis­ 
sioner Donald Alexander, over the strong 
protests of his subordinates, eliminated 
a key question from the income tax 
forms The question has been used to 
trap tax cheaters who deposit their hid­ 
den profits in foreign bank accounts. 
We invited Alexander to comment. 
Rather than give us an explanation, he 
waited until the column appeared. Then 
he used his intelligence division to get 
the list of the newspapers that published 
the column He sent a letter to our 
editors claiming he had unanimous ap­ 
proval for removing the question. 
The truth is that many law enforce­ 
ment officials, at every level of the 
federal government, didn't want the 
question removed. In fact, the Justice 
Department sent a confidential letter to 
the IRS insisting that the question be left 
on the tax form. 
Rep. Charles Vanik, D.-Ohio, has now 
introduced legislation to get the foreign 
bank account question reinstated. Sixty 
congressmen have signed a private let­ 
ter to Treasury Secretary William Simon 
asking him to restore the crucial ques­

“ Fortunately, the Mississippi River 
doesn’t flow through the United States 
Everybody looks up and someone finally 
says “You do mean the Amazon doesn’t 
flow through the United States, don’t you 
Mr. President?” 
And he says, “ No, I mean the Missis­ 
sippi. M-i-s-s-i-s-s-i-p-p-i .” 
There is simply no accounting for this 
The notion that what Mr Ford intended 
to say was not that Poland was 
autonomous and independent but that the 
United States does not recognize the 
satellization of Poland by the Soviet 
Union as a permanent arrangement, is 
simply not validated by what Mr Ford in 
fact said in answer to Mr. Frankel s 
chivalrous question designed to 
straighten Mr Ford out. President Ford 
said . “ E ach of those co u n tries 
(Yugoslavia, Rumania, Poland) is in­ 
dependent, autonomous; it has its own 
territorial integrity, and the United 
States does not concede that those 
countries are under the domination of 
the Soviet Union “ 
Now an explanation for this statement 
(the last contender for the Presidency to 
make such a statement about Eastern 
Europe was Henry Wallace, some of 
whose speeches were written for him by 
Communist agents, the others being in­ 
coherent) is beyond the grasp of normal 
men of tidy deductive habits. The per­ 
nicious aspect of the slip is the damage it 
did to the whole post-Kansas City image 


of Ford as an impressively competent 
Chief Executive. 
There is a television series running 
that features someone called a Bionic 
Man 
He is reconstructed from an air­ 
plane wreck, or something of the sort, 
and after umpteen operations by am­ 
bitious doctors, runs now faster than a

along the way, the Bionic Man, sitting by 
the fireside, discussing poetry with his 
staff, suddenly reached down, picked up 
the cocker spaniel, and ate it.

Mr. Carter is trying to give out the no­ 
tion that the White House staff that has 
so successfully programmed President 
Ford forgot to tell him that, in 1945, we 
lost Poland. Unhappily, Mr. Ford made 
it easy for them Those who desire the 


truth m ust se ttle for a kind of 
translitérai confidence. Mr. Ford is not 
a specialist in verbal precision or 
rhetorical inflection, and is certainly not 
at home with the subjunctive mood. One 
is required to conclude that he meant to 
convey something else — he is, after all 
a bright man. But he faces difficulties 
now, yet again, of a very broad character 
which afflictions he was successfully 
pulling away from before he committed 
the ultimate Polish joke.

Eastern Europeans aren't subservient 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - In the flurry 
of charges and countercharges over 
what President Ford said about Eastern 
Europe during the second televised 
debate with Jimmy Carter, we’re losing 
sight of the point. 
Certainly, Soviet troops move at will in 
Poland. Czechoslovakia, Rumania, 
Hungary and East 
Germany. 
Certainly, 
when the Soviet Union 
wants a man jailed, he 
is jailed 
Certainly, 
the Soviet Union can 
issue oppressive laws 
and hammer at church 
going. And clobber 
free public speech. 
But are the Poles, 
the Rumanians, the 
C z e c h s , 
the 
Humgarians and East 
Germans dominated 
by this? 
Most certainly in 
their hearts they are 
not. None of these 
g r e a t 
p e o p l e s 
acknowledged the right of Mosnow to 
rule them 
They may give outward 
obedience Inside, it is clear they are 
their own men and women They are not 
subservient 
That is a most important point. 
Leonid Brezhnev knows this, as Nikita 
Khrushchev knew it in his time. And the 
Russian military. The inside reports this 
country receives from the Soviet Union 
make it clear that Moscow places little 
trust in the reliability of Polish. 
Hungarian, Czech and East German 
troops in time of war. The Kremlin 
likewise places little trust in the political 
reliability of the bureaucracies, the 
businessmen, the farmers, students or 
professionals, of these remarkable na­ 
tions There is strong distrust too among 
the knowledgeable in the Soviet Union as 
to the reliability even of the native East 
European Communist chiefs 
The Russians find it necessary to make 
every effort to bolster those few men on 
which it has a stranglehold. Then, not 
even trusting these few sycophants, the 
Russians take repeated secret checks on 
their reliability. 
In other words, the Soviet Union has 


learned there are limits it cannot cross 
without backfires it is unwilling to face 
Despite strong Soviet pressures against 
religion at one time or another, religious 
observances attract wide followings — 
openly in some instances, privately in 
others Despite a heavy Soviet clamp- 
down on economic associations with the 
Western lands, the Rumanians have built 
those associations, slowly to be sure, but 
persistently. Though the Soviet Union 
has time again clamped down harshly on 
those who listen to free world broad­ 
casts. indications are that the listening 
audience is great. Though free speech is 
banned, these courageous people find 
ways to communicate 'Die Berlin Wall is 
a monument to Soviet failure. 
Both men were saying during the 
debate that we in the United States hear 
them — though both said it poorly, es­ 


pecially Mr. Ford. 
Both seemed at a loss as to what action 
to take. That question was never 
answered. 
Perhaps it cannot be answered by us. 
For the problem we face is how this 
nation can work toward the right of self- 
determination worldwide without 
becoming the world’s policeman, a role 
we find it most difficult to play. 
Example: We were not successful in 
preserving the right of the South Viet­ 
namese to determine their own destiny. 
Nevertheless it may be that over the 
longer run. the spirit of the South Viet­ 
namese and their inner determination to 
be free will — sometime in the future — 
enable them to free themselves from the 
hard-fisted rule of Hanoi. 
So it may be in Eastern Europe.
